opened to the public. 


The chief purpose of the viaduct 


will be the elimnation of the danger- 
ous grade crossing at Kendall ave- 
nue and it will also give the J\ 
T. & W. 


railroad more room for yards at the 
East Portsmouth Terminals and en 
able them to make up their longest 
trains on one track. 


The viaduct is located betwcei 


Eighth and Qallia streets, about 850 
feet weit of Kendall avenue, and is 
constructed of reinforced 
concrete 


The main structure is 565 feet in 
length with a foundation of 
wood 


and 
concrete

hcighth from 18 to 80 feet, and 
designed to accommodate 13 track 
underneath. The Gallia street ap 
preach is 240 feet long, while that 
Eighth street is 230 feet, giving 
total length of 1095 feet.

Of the border he writes as fol- 


lows : 


"The day before we arrived at 


Nogales, 10,000 
militia readied 


here. They represented Califor- 
nia, Connecticut, Idaho and Utah. 
Nogales is on the boundary line, 
half of the city being in Mexico 
and half 
in 
the United States. 


The boundary line is a row of con- 
crete posts, running through the 
middle of an ordinary street. One 
side of the street is Nogales, Ariz, 
and the other Nogales, Sonora, 
Mexico. 


"Ordinarily there is little con- 


trast between the two sides of the 
street. Both are typical south- 
western border towns. The Amer-

course, felt the effects of the con 
tinnous revolutions. Physically i 
bears few marks, although there 
are a few ruined buildings visible 
but financially and socially it i& 
stagnant. 


"One of the first things thai 


the trucks were called upon to do 
was to assist in the construction 
of a telephone line from Duquesne 
to Lochiel. Troop II of the First 
Oavaliiry was stationed as a bor- 
der patrol at Lochiel. There was 
no telephonic communication ser- 
vice nearer than Duquesnc four 
and a half miles away. Many of 
the officers 
predicted that it 


would be impossible for the trucks 
to make the trip. 
The road is 


very narrow over the mountains 
so it takes mighty careful driving. 
At that time there were only 33 
trucks at 
Nogales.

the Mexicans asked me what 
soldiers were going to do with so 
uany big wagons and I replied: 
Uncle Sam is going to run a jit- 
ney bus line to Mexico City.' 11 
seemed to satisfy as the Mexican 
immediately faded away. 


"Our camp is two and ft half 


miles from Nogales. It is located 
in a beautiful valley between two 


I mountains. We call the camp by 
itlie name of the trucks, 'Camp 
Kellcy.' Camp Kelley is made up 
mostly of boys from Ohio.

The 
fleck truss span at the Ohio end of 
the bridge is also in place. False 
work bents have been constructed 
from the Ohio river bank to the 
middle river 
pier. 
There are 


twelve bents between the middle 
pier and the Ohio shore and two 
south of the middle pier toward 
the Kentucky shore. Four of the 
first twelve are steel bents. The 
gantry traveler hns been erected 
and a large derrick car which was 
used to lift the heavy girders into 
place is now in position on top of 
the steel work on the girders. 


The McClintic-irarshall 
Con- 


struction company of Pittsburgh 
will fabricate and erect the steel 
work. The company has about 
one hundred men at work at pres- 
ent and soon additional experienc- 
ed help is to be added. 


The design and detail plans of 


the bridge and approaches were 
worked np by Gnstav Tjindenthal, 
consulting engineer of the C. & 0. 
who is in charge of the execution 
of all the work. 


The American Society of Civil 


Engineer made a special trip to

The Rinehart-Dennis 


Contracting Company who have a 
contract for seven miles, carry 
the work from "^ferwine hill to 
near TIarrisonville.

Several small cuts and 
deep fills bring the road bed to 
llarrisonville.

months.

cuts are through small hills hut 
their fills arc deep, dirt being tak- 
en from hills on other contract- 
or's work and used in the (ills. 


The C. W. Marshall Construc- 


tion Company start their work at 
llarrisonville and carry it north 
a'bout three miles. At Jlarrison- 
ville the company has 
extensive 


work, the cuts being small and 
fills long and deep. 
The new 


road is two squares cast of the 
main street in TIarrisonville. 


The Jones-Gray 
Construction 


Company of St. Louis, Mo., have 
a contract for the 
next 
four 


miles. 
Their work 
consists of 


small cuts and big fills, the main 
fill being over two miles in length 
and about the straightcst piece of 
work on the line. 


At the end of the 
Joncs-Oray 


work the "Robert Grace contract 
starts. The Grace Company have 
headquarters in Pittsburgh. They 
have a contract for 11 miles of 
work, 
their work 
ending at 


Gregg's Hill just south of AVarer- 
ly. They began 
work 
in 
the 


spring of 1915 and expeet to com- 
plete their contract by 
January. 


1917. They have 475 men at 
work. 


The C. & 0. N. at Gregg's Hill 


is between the N. & W. and I). T. 
& I. railways, the tracks of 
the 


new line being within three, feet 
of the T). T. & I. tracks, where the 
two lines leave

Hill. 


From C4regg's Hill, the line goes 
south over a 100 foot fill, thronch 
a curve through a small hill, and 
then a scries of small cuts for 
about two miles.

The C. & 0. N. uses
